I noticed in the press last week 
how the restaurant owners, through 
their association secretary, threat- 
ened to close all restaurants should 
the cooks and waiters’ union picket 
any member of the association.

Now comes the restaurant owners 
with the same line of bull. 

I wonder if they think labor is 
going to fall for that salve all the 
time. Should the restaurant owners 
violate any agreement of the un- 
ion, or employ orientals instead of 
Americans, or chisel on the wage 
scales ... then, it’s curtains for 
them. The culinary union won't 


stand for it and will picket every 
place “unfair” to their union,

|Fifty Per Cent of Field Work- 
ers Must Be White Help; 
Strike Ends 


More than 1500 agricultural 
workers in the Santa Maria dis- 
trict returned to work Wednes- 
day after winning a victory in 
a strike which began November 
30th, involving members of A. F. of 


L. Fruit & Vegetable Workers’ 
No. 18211. 


The victory was in connection

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Labor Standards in Naval Construction 


In his annual report to the president, Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson criticized the increasing cost of naval construction. In 
deploring this situation he used language which was quite gen- 
erally interpreted as condemning the public contracts act as 
directly responsible for the higher cost of everything required 
by the navy, from battleships to miscellaneous supplies. 


The American Federation of Labor was largely responsible 
for the passage of the public contracts act by the congress of the 
United States. It was enacted for the express purpose of estab- 
lishing decent labor conditions under all contracts for govern- 
ment work and supplies totaling $10,000 or more, including 
contracts for naval construction and naval supplies. Incidentally 
the bill was opposed by representatives of every chiseling con- 
tractor dealing with the government. 


The terms of the public contracts act are not onerous. 

With regard to wages the measure prescribes that contrac- 
tors must pay not less than the minimum wages determined by 
the secretary of labor to be the prevailing wage rate in the com- 
munity where the work is performed. Surely this provision does 
not menace the navy. 


= So far as hours are concerned the act prescribes that em- 
ployes must not be required to work more than eight hours in 
any day or forty hours in any week. The forty-hour week is so 
generally applied that this limitation cannot be held unreason- 
able. 


In a commendable endeavor to bar contractors on govern- 
ment work from exploiting children the act prohibits the em- 
ployment of boys under sixteen years of age and girls under 
eighteen years of age. With the constantly growing opposition 
against the employment of children in industry, very few people 
will interpret this provision as out of line with the principle of 
justice. 

There are also provisions in the act requiring sanitary plants, 
barring the employment of convicts and express prohibitions 
against contractors engaging in ‘‘kick-back’’ practices, with 
power conferred on the secretary of labor to withhold payments 
on contracts to contractors found guilty of applying this ille- 
gality. 

Summed up, there are no provisions in the public contracts 
act which should be condemned as hindering the construction of 
an adequate navy or hampering any other government activity. 

The probability is that too much emphasis was placed on 
Secretary Swanson’s implied criticism of the public contracts 
act. 

The American people are proud of their navy. When they see 
it on parade they want to be sure that every element in it, from 
the nethermost armor plate in every hull to the highest point in 
the foretop, was constructed by workers enjoying the forty-hour 
week and paid at least the prevailing rate of wages, that all the 
work is done in sanitary buildings, and that none of it is tar- 
nished by the labor of convicts or clouded by the labor of 
children. 

Weare sure that Secretary of the Navy Swanson has the same 
ambition for the navy.

International Conference in Columbus, Attended by 3500 Dele- 
gates, Approves Collective Bargaining and Urges Em- 
ployers, Including Churches, to Pay Decent Wages 


The growing recognition by re- 
ligious and other groups of the 
economic and social values to the 
nation and its people underlying 
the objects of organized labor was 
again exemplified by a strong res- 
olution recognizing the right of la- 
bor to organize and bargain col- 
lectively, adopted by the recent Co- 


lumbus, Ohio, international con- 
vention of the church of Christ 
(Disciples). 


The Church Is thé Worker’s Friend 

The convention, attended by 
3500 delegates, representing 1,800,- 
000 members, from all parts of the 
world, heard the Rev. H. Austin 
Smith, of Coffeyville, Kansas, de- 
clare on the floor in support of the 
resolution: “We're only telling the 


SAN DIEGO UNIONS 
BENEFIT WORKERS 


Cannery Employes Gain Higher 
Wages from Packing 
“ Company 

Organized workers under the 
militant banner of the American 
Federation of Labor are going for- 
ward to notable gains in the San 
Diego territory. 


Recent victories include the sign- 
ing of a union contract by the Cal- 
ifornia Packing corporation with 
Cannery Workers’ Local No, 21251. 
Ths is regarded as the first of a 
series of similar agreements to be 
signed through San Diego county. 


General increases in wages from 
5 to 40 cents an hour were effected, 
in addition to establishing of min- 
imums of 60 cents per hour for 
men and 55 cents an hour for 
women employes. 

Monthly pay raises of from $25 
to $30 were also secured for em- 
ployes whose salaries were not af- 
fected by the hourly rates. The 
drive among cannery workers is 
continuing. 

Office Workers Increase Member- 
ship 

Office workers, whose former 
union lagged, have reorganized 
into Office Employees’ Local No. 
20820. A membership drive has 
already met with such success that 
the local has outgrown the capac- 
ity of its original meeting hall. 

Electrical Workers Gain Union 

Shop 

Employes of the Coast Electric 
company have been signed up 100 
per cent by Local B-565 of the in- 
ternational brotherhood of electri- 
cal workers. A union agreement 
with the firm now enables it to 
use the union label on lighting fix- 
tures and other products. 
Floorlayers’ Union Joins A. F. 1. 

Floorlayers’ Union, Local No. 
2074, recently chartered by the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Car- 
penters and Joiners of America, is 
a local union that started cut as 
an independent union but evertu- 
ally came to appreciate the advan- 
tage of A. F. of L. affiliation and 
support. 

Retail Clerks Forge Ahead 

Retail Clerks’ Union No. 769 re- 
ports a constantly increasing mein- 
bership. It is stated that C. I. O. 
attempts to herd mercantile clerks 


into a dual organization allegedly 
based on empty promises has 
really proven beneficial to the A.

laboring man that we’re for him 
in his search for a more abundant 
life. Many workers think the 
church is the friend of the em- 
ployers and not of labor. I want 
to assure the worker that’ the 
church is for him too.” 


Trade Unionism Defended 

On the question of trade union- 
ism the resolution, prepared by 
the Rev. Floyd Faust, of Colum- 
bus, a member of the church of 
Christ’s national committee on so- 
cial education and social action, 
declared “that workers’ should 
have the right to self-organization, 
to form, join, or assist labor or- 
ganizations, to bargain ccllective- 
ly through representatives of their 
own choosing and to engage in 
such activities as are within the 
limitation of constitutional rights, 
for the purpose of collective bar- 
gaining or other mutual aid or 
protection.” 


Higher Wages Urged 

Turning to the wage problem, 
the resolution asserted “that the 
employers of labor, including 
churches and church supported or- 
ganizations, develop a conscious- 
ness which shall lead them to com- 
pensate workers to the point where 
those who labor may enjoy a de- 
cent standard of living.” 

In addition, the resolution de- 
clared “that we interest ourselves 
and encourage others to a vital 
interest in the child labor amend- 
ment, looking toward its early 
ratification.” 


Truck Drivers’ Council 
Formed in Wisconsin 


A newly formed state council of 
A. F. of L, truck drivers’ unions in 
Wisconsin, recently formed, united 
15,000 of these organized workers 
for mutual advancement. 

The state council will seek to es- 
tablish uniform wage _ scales and 
working conditions for truck driv- 
ers throughout the state and will 
initiate and support legislation to 
benefit truck drivers and the truck- 
ing industry in general. A _ state- 
wide organization campaign was 
also planned.

FURNITURE UNIONS WIN 
WAGE-BOOST PACTS 


Forty-five Firms in Los Angeles 
Fort Smith, San _ Francisco, 
Kenosha, Union City and 
Portland Signed Up 


Sensational gains are now being 
reported from practically all sec- 
tions of the country by the affili- 
ated furniture unions of the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners of America. 

In Los Angeles, Local Union No. 
1561 has signed 25 shops, covering 
nearly a thousand men. Wight 
strikes were won, two others still 
being under way at last report. 
The new wage agreements raise 
the pay of workers about 10 per 
cent and establish a minimum of 
50 cents an hour for the lowest 
paid workers up to 90 cents an 
hour for craftsmen, 

Local Union No. 1893, at Mil- 
ford, N. H., reports a new closed 
shop agreement with the French 
& Heald company. This local, just 
organized last April, already has 
about 200 members, 

At Fort Smith, Ark., the furni- 
ture workers’ council recently re- 
ported the signing of nine more 
plants, bringing union conditions 
for nearly all of the 2000 furniture 
workers in that district. 


Thirteen Bedding Plant Workers 
Win Strike 

In San Francisco, thirteen bed- 
ding plants signed a union agree- 
ment with Local Union No. 1541 
recently, terminating a five weeks’ 
strike, bringing victory to about 
450 workers. While on strike, the 
men were paid strike benefits, 
made possible by over 600 union 
members employed at the Sim- 
mons plant assessing themselves 
$2.50 a week. 

The local union at Kenosha, 
Wisconsin, won the strike against 
the Hannahs Manufacturing com- 
pany. A year contract with this 
firm provides for Immediate wage 
increases on a_ graduated scale, 
with another five per cent in- 
crease on July 1, 1938. The closed 
shop contract also establishes the 
40-hour work week and protects

Chicago Locals Have Large 
Membership 

At Chicago, three flourishing lo- 
cals are reported, one of them hav- 
ing a membership of over 2500. 

At Union City, Pa., 1,930 mem- 
bers of Local Union No. 1806 
gained pay increases of from 1 to 
6 cents an hour and other benefits, 
following a brief strike. 

In Portland, Oregon, Local Un- 
ion No, 1482 recently secured five 
new contracts with employers, 
with others reported as pending. 

The militant spirit of the affili- 
ated furniture unions, guided by 
the practical and proven policies of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
is thus fast gaining new members 
and better wages and improved 
working conditions throughout 
this extensive industry.
